An underpopulated Band 

Less than one week from today students 
will be flockîng into Molson Stadium for 
the start of what appears to be a highly 
promising football season. These fans will 
also expect lo see polished prè-gqme and 
half-time shows staged by the Rednien Band 
and its majorettes. Quite obvlojwjyjUlhe^^ 
shows can only be worthwhile If tKe^Band 
is a full one and the show is well-prepared. 

With only a few hours of practice time 
remaining before the game, this possibly 
apfDcars remote.- For one thing, the Band's 
ranks could justly be described as unhealthy. 
Last season Band, officials haci.to turn away 
'many of the freshmen who applied. This 



great enthusiasm stemmed mainly from the 
fact that bond members received ten points 
of credit for their physical education record. 
This year, .with no compulsory physical 
education requirement, membership has 
dropped and veteran bandsmen have hod 
to come back to bolster the ranks. The 
proportion of upperclassmen to frosh has 
reached on unprecedented high. 

With a campus of close to 1 1,000 students 
it is unlikely 'that only 30 can come out 
twice weekly — for only six weeks — to 
ploy. Surely hundreds of students can ploy 
a wind or percussion instrument and yet 
would prefer to watch from the sidelines. 
It is probably this group that* sits .in the 



Stands at half-time and delivers the most 
scathing, and accurate, criticism of thé band. 

A band is made up primarily of one 
essential — people. Without a reasonable 
number of these, no amount of training 
will moke a show look presentable bii the 
massive field. 

Time was when the band sounded terri- 
ble, formations vvere sloppy, uniforms were 
old and faded, niajorettes non-existent, and 
tho Bond was merely an object of ridicule. 
Time's have changed. In the last three years, 
a qualified musical director has been ac- 
quired; a band representative was sent to 
a conference of marching bands at North- 
western University to learn the latest 
methods of drill instruction; smartly out- 
fitted ipajorettes ^ have added grace to the 
front ranks; Olid the old, yellowed uniforms 
have given way to scarlet and white capes 
arid plumes. 

Band members attend only two hour-long 
practices a week during the six-week 
season. The cost of free trips and stadium 
tickets for the three away games must moke 
these some of the best-paid hours at McGill. 

During the last two years the Band has 
finally earned, and Received, recognition 
from the fans. It would be 6 shame if the 
mere fact that physical education is no 
longer compulsory at McGill should moke 
this the year of decline.
